THE SCJ TO FEATURE QUARTEKLY AUCTION 


Beginning with the Winter issue of the SCJ, there will be am auction of souvenir cards 
im every issue. Vern Potter, SCCS # 417, has offered to set up these auctions to help raise 
funds fer the SCCS. SCCS members can send duplicate cards they wish to sell to Vern who will 
make wp an auction listing, Cards that are sold in the auction will be sent to successfull 
bidders after payment is received, Ten percent of the sates price of each let will go te the 
SCCS with the remainder geing to the owner, This should previde SCCS members with a meane of 
selling their extra cards, obtaining tne cards they need, while at the same time providing the 
the SCCS with some revenue, See pages 3+3fer details. 
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The SCCS is now appreaching 700 members again, my goal of reaching 1,000 members by the 
end of 1982 appears to be out of reach at this point, The recession has not only affected 
the souvenir card market, but also the SCCS recruitment efforts. Unfortunately, the majority 
et seuvenir card collectors feel our minimal $7 dues are too much to pay even though each new 
BEP card costs nearly the same- $5, There must be thousands of card collectors out there whe 
have this attitude and it really is a shame, Despite this, 1 ask again for our SCCS members 
te actively recruit new SCCS members, There is strength in numbers, 

It was my own personal goal to reach 1,000 SCCS members before retiring as Editer, etc,., 
ef the SCCS. With the next issue of the SCJ, I will have perfermed this function fer two 
years allready, Due te the rigorous time constraints of my internal medicine residency at 
the Mayo Clinic, my grewing family, and my own neglected souvenir card collection, I have 
decided te step down ae Editor ef the SCJ. This will beceme effective following the publishing 
ef the Winter issue of the SCJ. I have really enjoyed getting the SCCS started and watching 
it grew to a surprising total ef 700 members, Publishing the SCJ has been an immensely re- 
warding task over the past two years. Through the SCCS, I've formed a large number of strong 
friendships with peeple who I've getten to knew by letter or by phene, Even better, I've 
been able to meet some of these people at various stamp shows and hope to meet others in the 
future, These past two years have been an experience that I would not trade for anything. 
In shert, these years have been a lot ef fun. 

Who will be the next SCCS editer? There are two choices ahead on this question, Will 
someone in the SCCS membership want to take over where I have left off? Hopefully, someone in 
the SCCS will take over the controls for a couple years. Most of the wrinkles and problems 
in publishing the SCJ have allready been smoothed out, Our printer has our membership on a 
computer and can take care of all our mailings for us. We have a new secretary who will be 
keeping track of the new members as well as membership renewals, I can keep on as Treasurer 
until that position is taken over by some one else, There are six columnists who are commi- 
tted to supplying the SCJ with four articles a year, All that is left for the new Editor to 
do igs to put together the journal and forward it to me where I can take care of getting it 
printed and mailed. Should no one in our membership step forward to be the new editor, then 
we will have to go ahead and hire a professional editor for our journal, Although this would 
result in a much improved journal, it would result in much higher dues for our membership. 
The increased printing costs, editor's salary, etc,, would end up with SCCS dues being in the 
neighborhood of $20 a year. I do net think card collectors, in general, would tolerate such 
dues very well. The end result could be a much smaller society than we have now, I will be 
waiting to hear from prospective new Editors from the SCCS membership and announce the result 
in the Winter issue. If no one steps forward, I will arrange fer a professional Editor, The 
deadline for the Winter issue of the SCJ is December 14th. 

Altneugh the speed of delivery of the SCJ via bulk rate improved with our last issue, 
problems persist with many journals getting lost in mailing. If any of our members do not 
receive an issue of the SCJ by 6-8 weeks after the deadline date, please let me know, I'll 
send a replacement journal as soon as possible, Please note that the LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 
column is back with this issue. Any letters to the Editor that the reader wants to be in the 
column should indicate this in his letter, 

The SCCS is still in contact with the ABNCo concerning a possible souvenir card, Such 
a card could help raise money for a professional Editor should we need one, Current econ@ 
omic times make it absolutely essential that we take our time and carefully plan the card- 
which is what we are doing. Still have not heard a word from Scott Publishing concerning 
our numbering system despite hundreds of SCCS members sending in that letter from the last

issue of the SCJ. If you support the SCCS numbering system for souvenir cards, please cut- 
out the letter from the bottom of page 32 in the Summer issue, sign it, and send it in to 

the given address, I plan to keep up the pressure on Scott's, at least until I get a response

I was quite disappointed that the SCCS was unable to have a small meeting at ANA 82 in 
Boston where two souvenir cards were issued, We had several members there in attendence, 

Our Winter issue of the SCJ will contain an update on how the SCCS did at PHILATELIC SHOW 82 
in Boston, We need SCCS members to help set up regional meetings and tables at the various 
stamp and numismatic shows they go to, I will be glad to provide journals, etc.. Lastly, 

I still see articles from the same poeple all the time, Letshave some quality, research 
articles from some of the other members, Everyone must have at least one interesting card in 
their collection worth writing up.

Regarding your comments abeut a lack ef cerrespondence to the Editer, in the Summer 
82 issue of the SCJ-the fault is all ours, we members of the SCCS. De not drop the column 
even if enly te publish ene letter am issue, Let this letter be ene "to the Editer,” 

I'd like to use this “Editor” space to appologize to the new members whe signed up fer 
the seciety at the Memphis show, I told them all that membership cards would be sent to them 
within a couple of weeks, I ferget that we de not have membership cards, and that all new 
members are sent the next issue of the SCJ automatically with their names published therein, 
My error, therefere, my sincere apologies te those ef you whe kept expecting te get a card in 
the mail and did net, 

As te the possibility ef the SCCS issuing a seuvenir card, my comments are that it is an 
exeellent idea, but that two cenditions must be met fer it to be successful: It must be a 
"Class" card en heavy card steck, net heavyweight paper, and it should be a severly limited 
editien ef, I think, ne more than one theusand copies. This will allew SCCS members ene card 
each and then a few left over for nen-members and the public at large, Any cards left over 
after a specified date should be destroyed and an announcement made te that effect. As @ 
possible exception to the small amount, the card could be issued in a greater quantity to 
be sold at a large and well publicized show (such as ANA or Memphis); keeping in reserve a 
batch sufficient to provide for our members. 

However, now the battle begins-what subject to use? For me, it has to be paper money 
er vignettes used for the same-intaglio printed. But I could accept a combinatien paper and 
philatelic card if well cenceived and earried out. Obvieusly my taste in cards is shewn here, 
I collect only those with paper money themes, Again though, I repeat that it has te be a 
card of sheer excellence-professionalyy preduced by an acceptable company such as the ABNCo 
or the USBNCo, Robin m, Ellis, SCCS #120 
EDITOR'S NOTE: Thanks fer your letter, Robin, I'd like to explain to ewr members once again 
why the SCCS dees not issue membership cards-for now, Our dues are dirt cheap and cut to the 
bene-allewing only enough expenses to cover the printing and mailing ef each issue ef the SCJ, 
Printing-uwp and mailing out 700 membership cards would be an additional expense which our low 
dues will not permit. And, card collecters would not tolerate higher dues, in my opinien,. 
Lastly, it would be a lot more work fer me-which I do not need, Perhaps we will be able to 
issue cards when our membership enlarges, we have more money, and when we aan more active 
members. I agree fully with your ideas on a possible SCCS souvenir card, I'd rather sel 
2,000 cards printed, A combination numismatic/philatelic card weuld be ome but es, gute? 1 
feasible, One question, why is it that the numismatic card collectors collect oniy

All the philatelic card collectors 
I know collect beth the philatelic and numismatic cards, I feel our numismatic members

Here is a suggestion for many of the SCCS members; knowing that many young stamp 
cellecters probably have never seen a seuvenir card, I sent a card to each ef two young 
cellecters I knew, Each one wrote me a note of appreciation and said that they weuld now 
begin collecting seuvenir cards as well, These are potential SCCS members, Perhaps a gift 
ef a souvenir card to a fellow stamp (or numismatist) collector might help increase interest 
in eur hobby and our society. Jehn B. MacDenald, SCCS #73 
EDITOR'S NOTE: I agree 100%. I got started on souvenir cards this exact way by my father 
whe ordered an extra of each new card fer me, That was 12 years ago. Now, unfortunately, 
my father no lenger collects souvenir cards, Despite this, he is a member of the SCCS, #209, 
I'm sure after reading this journal, he feels like he has created a Frankenstein. 


I have recently come acress a cepy of a BEP souvenir card for ANA 69 that has been 
printed photo-offset, I feel it is important for our SCCS members to be aware that such 
counterfeits exist, This card was offered in an auction by a lady in Texas who nermally 
deals in naval covers. She could net have been expected to knew the difference as she is 
met a seuvenir card collecter or dealer. The real tip-off in determining the pheto-offset 
card from the counterfeit card is that the engraved card has fine engraved lines in the 
feathers, In the phote-effset card, the feathers are filled in between the lines, In ad- 
ditien, the paper celer is different as well. And, of course, the difference between a print- 
ing plate and effset printing is readily neticeable, Raymond E, Marshall, SCCS # 90 
EDITOR'S NOTE; Recently, the philatelic and numismatic press reperted the "discovery" of 
several counterfeit seuvenir cards by Grever Criswell, SCCS #456. I had not reported this in 
the SCJ as it had gotten good ceverage in the other syngraphic media, In addition, I felt it 
was well known that such forgeries existed as they were previously reported by Russell Bell, 
SCCS #66 about 12 years ago, and more recently, by Joe Brockert in Linn’s, Still, it has 
become apparent that many card collectors continue to be fooled by these counterfeits, Indeed, 
I prevented one of our members from buying a bogus BARCELONA 60 card at STAMPSHOW 82 in 
Milwaukee, The dealers are not really to blame either as they usually do not realize they 
are fakes, In Milwaukee, I also found several gummed, ungummed Philatelic Truck sheets. For 
the record, photo-offset copies of the following souvenir cards are known to exist: BARCELONA 
60, SIPEX Miner 66(USBNCo), EFIMEX 68, and ANA 69, ‘These cards can easily be detected by the 
absence of fine line detail and the smooth texture of the vignette when rubbing your small 
finger across it. The real cards have the raised feel of a fresh dollar bill. Should any of 
eur members have these cards and are not sure as to their authenticity, send them te me and 
I'll examine them fer you. Please provide for return postage and insurance,

Grover Cleveland was born in Caldwell, N.J. on March 18, 1837. Nis father, Richard 
Falley Cleveland was an ordained Presbyterian minister at the Presbyterian parsonage in 
Caldwell. His mother, Ann Neal, was the daughter of a Baltimore merchant, Grover was 
named after the first minister at the Caldwell parsonage, the Rev. Stephen Grover. ‘The 
first name was dropped at an early age, At the age of four, Grover and his family moved 
to another church in Fayetteville, N.Y., near Syracuse, It was there that Grover obtained 
his early academic schooling and worked as a country store clerk, The family soon moved 
again to Clinton, N.Y. where Grover was enrolled in the local academy, 

At the age of seventeen, Grover became a clerk and assistant teacher in the New York 
Institution for the Blind in New York City where his brother, William, was a teacher, In 
1855, he secured employment as a clerk and copyist for the law firm of Rogers, Bowen, & 
Rogers in Buffalo, earning $ 4 a week, It was there that Grover spent much of his time 
studying law, being admitted to the bar in 1859, He then worked as managing clerk for the 
above firm for three more years. 

On January 1, 1863, Grover Cleveland was appointed assistant district attorney of Erie 
County-a position he held for three years, It was during these years that the civil war 
was raging. Two of Grover's brothers were in the Army and he had his two sisters and wid- 
owed mother dependent on him for support. Consequently, Grover was ineligible to enlist, 
As was the custom of the day, Grover borrowed money to send a substitute in his place. He 
then worked in various law partnerships for the next fifteen years, 

In 1881, he was nominated the Democratic candidate for the mayor of Buffalo, He was 
elected by a majority of 3,530, the largest ever in that city at the time, He soon became 
known as the "Veto Mayor" as he strenuously opposed extravagant expenditures-saving the 
city nearly $ 1,000,000 in the first half of his term alone, In September of 1882, Cleve- 
land obtained the Democratic nomination for Governor of New York, He subsequently defeated 
Charles Folger, the Rebublican candidate with a pleurality of 192, 854, His state adminis-= 
tration featured the same frugal policies of his former mayorship. 

The Democratic National Convention met at Chicago on July 8, 1884, Grover Cleveland 
became the Democratic, Presidential nominee three days later with T. A. Hendricks as his 
running mate. His opponents included Republican James G. Blaine, Labor & Greenback candi~ 
date, Benjamin F, Butler, and Prohibition candidate, John P. St. John, The campaign of 1884 
has been described by some historians as the most "scurrilous" ever waged, A series of 
documents called the "Mulligan Letters" were issued to bring to light Republican candidate 
Blaine's corrupt dealings while speaker of the house, The Republicans retaliated with 
charges that Cleveland had fathered an illegitamate child-which were true, 

Despite all this, on November 4, 1884, Cleveland received 219 electoral votes to the 
182 for Mr. Blaine, Hence, Grover Clevelanu became President upon his inauguration on 
March 4th of 1885. Cleveland had become the first Democratic President since RBuchanone 
Eventually, Cleveland obtained the nickname "Uncle Jumbo" because of his rather large size 
and of the fact that he was single when he took office. The fine engraving of the President 
by J. C. Buttre of New York (illustrated in figure #1) was based on a photo by RB. F. 
Powelson taken in the mid-to-late 1880's, 

The inaugural ball was held in the grandeloquent Pension Building in Washington, D.Cee 
The unfolded dance program in illustration # 2 portrays the new President & Vice-President 
on the front cover and the Pension Building on the back cover, This black and white steel 
engraved program was printed by the E. A. Wright Co., of Philadelphia. Those fortunate 
enough to receive invitations to the inaugural ball were able to munch on the likes of beef 
tongue, pickled oysters, salmon, etc., and to dance to the latest rage-the U.S, Marine Band 
conducted hy John Philip Sousa,

This black on white, steel engraved card was printed by the Vv, G, 
Fischer Co., of Washington, D.C.. The card measures 67 /gx9 inches and contains portraits 
of Cleveland and Hendricks with two flags hanging overhead. Seated above the two por- 
traits are two allegorical figures with "Miss Liberty" standing over them. To the right 
is a partial vignette of the Capitol, and, to the left, vignettes of the Executive Mansion 
and the Washington Monument, The text of the card is follows: "INAUGURATION BALL" across 
the top with "MARCH 4th 1885/COMMEMORATIVE OF THE INAUGURATION OF /GROVER CLEVELAND (sig- 
nature), President, T. A. HENDRICKS (signature), Vice President/OF THE UNITED STATES." On 
each side of the card are lists of the inaugural committee members, It is not known how 
many of these souvenir cards were printed, 

President Cleveland became the first President to be married in the White House on 
June 2, 1886 to Miss Frances Folsom (see figure #4). Miss Folsom was the daughter of his 
deceased friend and former law partner, Oscar Folsom of Buffalo, The new first lady was 
27 years younger than the President. Indeed, at the age of 22, she was the youngest first 
lady to live in the White House with the exception of Mrs Madison. Mrs Cleveland also 
became the first wife of a President to give birth in the White House. Their second child, 
Esther, was born in the Executive Mansion in 1893, 
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Figure #3, A “Commemorative,” souvenir card was also issued fer the 1885 Inaugural Ball. 
It was engraved and printed by the V. G. Fischer Ce., of Washington, D.C.. 
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Figure #5, For the 1893 Inaugural Ball, the BEP issued a special, souvenir ecard,

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In 1888, Cleveland was unanimously renominated for the Presidency by the national 
Democratic convention in St, Louis on June 6, 1888, His Republican opponent was Benjamin 
Harrison, Although Cleveland won the popular, vote 5,540,329 to 5,439,853, he lost the 
electoral vote and election 168 to 233, He left office on March 4th, 1889 and retired to 
New York City where he again pursued a legal career, 

In 1892, however, Cleveland was urged to seek renomination for a second term, At 
the national Democratic convention in Chicago on June 21st, 1892, he received more than 
two-thirds of the votes on the first ballot. His running mate was Adlai Stevenson. His 
opponent, was the incumbent President, Benjamin Harrison, This time, Cleveland won both 
the popular and electoral votes, Grover Cleveland then became the only President to 
serve two, nonconcurrent terms, 

Cleveland's second inauguration took place on March 4th, 1893, Again, a special 
souvenir card was printed for the inaugural ball (see figure #5). This magnificent 8°/4 
x 113/8 inch steel engraved card was issued with the invitations to the ball. The card 
consists of black on white steel engraved portraits of Cleveland and Stevenson, centrally, 
Below these portraits are lists of the inaugural committee members and a vignette of the 
White House, Above, is a beautifull vignette of the Capitol. To each side, is an alle- 
gorical figure. The card was printed on very heavy card-paper, about 2 to 3 times the 
thickness of today's cards. In addition, it was cut at an angle and was given an attrac-~ 
tive gold trim, Just beneath engraving is the small inscription, "BUREAU OF ENGRAVING & 
PRINTING" identifying the source, According to the BEP Director's Report for 1893, there 
were 17,560 of these cards printed. . 

By the end of his second term, Cleveland had managed to become quite unpopular across 
America, His frugal and tough minded policies had alienated the majority of the public, 
He used Federal troops to supress the first major strike of Unionized labor during the 
Haymarket Riot, During the "Panic of 1893," four million people were out of work, As a 
result, Coxey's Army of unemployed laborers was formed to put pressure on the President, 
In 1894, the Pullman Strike was brutally supressed, Disabled veterans were angered when 
Cleveland vetoed the Dependant Pension Bill. He lost the support of America's farmers 
when he opposed the Grange and Farmer's Alliance's demands for higher prices on farm goods. 

During Cleveland's Presidency, America was in a continual state of flux, The indust- 
rial revolution was in full swing, displacing America’s farms, Cleveland tried to reach 
accomodation with the old and the new without success, By 1896, the country and the Demo- 
cratic party were ready for a change. William Jenning Bryant won the Democratic Presiden- 
tial nomination in 1896, This defeat ended the political life of Grover Cleveland who left 
office on March 4th, 1897. He retired to Princeton, N.J. where he spent the remainder of 
his years. Cleveland died on June 24th, 1908 with the last words; "I have tried so hard to 


do right."

The initial listing of the private security printing firm cards was in the Fall 1961 issue 
of the SCJ. Listed there were the souvenir cards printed by such firms as the American 
Bank Note Company (ABNC), United States Bauk Note Company (USKNC), Canadian Bank Note 
Company (CBNC), British American Bank Note Company (KABNC), and Ashton Potter LTD., (AP). 
In all, eighteen cards were listed and numbered with the final listing being the ANA 61 
Building Fund “Swap 10" card, number SO 18, The prefix "SO" stands for “semi-officital” 
a term used by many to describe these cards, 1 refer our readers to the Fall issue of 
1981, pages 4-6, for furthur information on these cards, Listed below, are the “semi- 
official” souvenir cards issued since # SO 18, printers name given in parentheses, 


sO 19) CCCC 10th Anniversary mock-up preef of the souvenir cards # SO 20 & 21, (USBNC). 
Issued by the Currency Club of Chester County, this proof bears a pheote~-effset 
reproduction of the vignettes on their later issued souvenir cards, It was print- 
ed in black on white on a thin, glossy paper measuring 8 X 12," 100 copies were 
printed just in time for the tenth anniversary of the CCCC on 10/21/81, Less than 
twenty copies were cancelled on that date in West Chester, PA, 


$0 20) CCCC 10th Anniversary souvenir card (USKNC). Issued by the Currency Club of Chester 
County to celebrate their 10th anniversary even though the engraved cards were not 
issued until 12/10/81. ‘The card consists of four vignettes; Female, allegorical 
figure, an eagle, a bison, and acene of the William Penn Peace Treaty signing. 
The vignettes, as well as the text, are engraved in green, 5,000 were printed, 
Although final figures are pending, about 2,800 were sold and 2,200 were destroyed, 
A total of 70 sets (SO 20 & 21) were cancelled FDUI on 12/10/82, 20 of these with 
matching stamps. 


sO 21) CCCC 10th Anniversary souvenir card (USBNC). Exactly as above except engraved in 
brown, 5,000 printed, around 2,800 sold, and around 2,200 destroyed, 


SO 22) FUN 1981 souvenir card, issued by the Florida United Numismatists at their 27th 
annual convention in Orlando, FL, 1/6/82 through 1/9/82. Printed by the American 
Bank Note Co., (ABNC), it portrays a $10 bank note of the Bank of St. Johns in 
Jacksonville, FL. The note is in black intaglio with red offset, 10,000 copies 
were printed of which 1,500 copies were damaged in mailing. Of the remaining 
8,500 copies, about 2,000 have been sold so far, 


SO 23) ANA 1982-Midyear souvenir card (ABNC). Issued at the fourth mid-year convention 
held on February 18-21, 1982 in Colorado Springs, CO. It consists of a repro- 
duction of a Certificate of Deposit from the Bank of Ruby City engraved in black, 
10,000 copies were printed, it is unknown at this time how many copies were sold, 


SO 24) IMPC 1982 Society of Paper Money Collectors card, (ABNC). Issued by the SPMC for 
the International Paper Money Convention held on June 18-20, 1982 in Memphis, TN. 
Depicted on the card is a $1 bank note from the "City of Baton Rouge." The central 
vignette is the "Red Stick" engraved by Luigi Delnoce in 1866, The card is engraved 
in black with a brownish-red offset. 10,000 cards were printed. Final sales and 
the number of remaining cards destroyed has not yet been announced, 


SO 25) ANA 82 souvenir card (ABNC). Issued by the American Numismatic Association for the 
91st anniversary convention in Boston, MA on August 17-22, 1982. The card consists 
of a reproduction of a $3 bank note of the Tremont Bank of Boston engraved in black, 
10,000 copies were printed with sales figures not known at this time,

RATIONING, LIMITS, and DISCOUNTS 





Souvenir Cards come from several 'sources', 
and each has a different set of rules you 
must order by. And the rules for any one 
source can change with time. All of which 
can be confusing. 


It is also a fact that the rules can have 
an effect on prices, not just when the card 
is current, but for years, even decades af- 
terwards! 


For example, the first USPO cards, EFIMEX 
and BARCELONA, were not, to my knowledge, 
offered by mail to the public. The latter 
was distributed free, usually one to a 
visitor, at the show in Spain. Then,...? 
EFIMEX was handled the same way in Mexico, 
then was available at the ASDA show in New 
York in 1968, and finally over the counter 
at the Philatelic Sales Agency in Washing- 
ton, D.C. Always for free as far as I am 
aware. 


I know for a fact that many of the 40,000 
cards distributed at the ASDA show in 1963 
were left over at the end of the exhibition, 


were in large cartons that anyone could have 


for the asking (since it saved the freight 
back to Washington). So holdings of 1,000 
or more cards have existed, and, if someone 
told me they had 5,000 or 10,000 right now, 
I would think it conceivable. Just the 
possibility of such an overwhelming stock 
hanging over the market is going to keep 
the price of EFIMEX reasonable. 


Now let me lay out an utterly unfounded 
rumor: that of the 10,000 BARCELONA cards 
printed, only 5,000 were distributed one 
to a visitor and 5,000 were 'left over,' 
placed in cartons and given away at the 
end of the show to save transatlantic 
freight. Or perhaps they were brought 
back and a couple of people took them 
home. Perhaps there are some existing 
records which could dispute such a large 
hoard, but surely 100 or 200 could have 
been put aside by an individual. I know 
of one former leading Souvenir Card dea- 
ler who kept his price unexpectedly low 
on BARCELONA because he expected such a 
Sizable holding to show up one day. 


I'll never forget the time in 1965 when 


I was very interested in a Vatican City 
set, J13-18. I was actively buying it 
for years as it had a low printing of 
200,000 sets; finally, after getting 2 
sets here, 5 there, and raising my buy 
price to $10, I got a call from Italy 
that a man there had 40,000 sets to sell 
me (20% of the entire issue)! So it 
can happen. 


Since 1971 the USPS has had the policy 
of unlimited sales of its cards, for a 
price. As they are not free, I don't 
expect huge holdings to crop up, but the 
availability of 100- and 200-card lots 
has kept prices very reasonable. 


The BEP had for many years a 5-card per 
order limit; the result was a lot of 
recruitment of friends, neighbors, and 
relatives to buy cards for you if you 
wanted 50 or 100. This quantity can be 
found occasionally, but when the frantic 
buying was over in 1972 and 1973, the 
effort became unreasonably great for 
1974-1976 releases and to find more than 
5 or sO in one place is unusual. When 
the limit was released, I think in 1977, 


good-sized quantities could be accumulated 


with more ease (but for more money as the 
price climbed from $1 to $5 each). 


So such rationing or limits probably 
create a greater dispersal of the cards, 


and probably cause prices to rise faster, 


as witness the many BEP cards selling for 
over $5 and the very few USPS ones that 
are. What brought this to mind is the 
A.N.A.'s decision to limit, 10-to-an- 
order, the number of its Boston Conven- 
tion American Banknote 1982 issue. Per- 
haps the limit is no longer in effect, 
but I'm curious why it was imposed in 
the first place. Of all the ANA's ABNCo. 
cards, only one sold out--Hawaii--and it 
was exceptionally handsome; this Boston 
one is black on white and has no inherent 
reason to be particularly popular. Poss- 
ibly, the limit was a device to spur 
sales! (as contrasted with discounts for 
quantity orders which only ANA offers) 
After all, the imposition of a 5-Card 
limit on the Plate Printer's issue of 
1981 caused a deluge of orders § rapid 
price rise when rationing was discovered, 
so it could be a good marketing ploy.

To date, thirty-nine souvenir cards have been issued by the USPS. Ten 
of these have only English text, seven have one or more foreign languages 
with an English translation on the card, while twenty-two have only a 
foreign language text (excluding copyright data and "Postmaster General.") 


I am unable to explain why the USPS chooses this seemingly erratic approach 
to format. Therefore for interested members, I would like to present, ad- 
mittedly rough, translations of twenty-one of those cards (I don't read 
Polish = PS12, POLSKA 73), some of which have appeared in the philatelic 
press but may not have been seen by all. (Corrections appreciated. ) 


PS 1: Barcelona = "Landing (Disembarkation) of Columbus," according to 
a painting by Vanderlyn that is found in the rotunda of the Ca,itol 
in Washington, also used for the design of a 15 cent stamp issued 
in 1869 and for the 2 cent stamp of the Columbian series of 1893. 


PS 2: Efimex = The Trans-Mississippi $ 1.00 stamp, "Western Cattle ina 
Storm," a detail of the painting by J.A.MacWhirter with the title, 
"The Vanguard." 


PS 4: Exfilma = The principal subject of this souvenir card is the Peruvian 
stamp showing "El Chasqui" (series of 1936-1937) with the reproductions 
of the United States postage stamps issued in honor of Jose de San 
Martin and Simon Bolivar (Champions of Liberty series, 1958-1959). 

We honor these two statesmen and fighters for liberty in Latin Amer- 
ica so closely associated with the independence of Peru. "El Chasqui" 
shows an Inca courier on his way to the Emperor with the latest news. 


PS 5: Belgica = This souvenir card shows three United States stamps with 
Belgian themese The left hand stamp is an aerial view of the American 
pavilion at the Brussels Universal and International Exposition of 
1958. The center one, from 1943, shows the Belgium flag. The right 
hand one, issued in 1953, shows General George S. Patton, Jre with 
Patton tanks in combat. 


PS 6: Munchen - This souvenir card issued in honor of Olympia Philatelie 
Munchen 1972 depicts United States' stamps issued in commemoration 
of the 11th Olympic Winter Games held in Sapporo, Japan in February 
1972 and the 20th Olympic Summer Games held in Munich, Germany in 
August and September 1972. 


PS 7: Exfilbra - This card is issued in honor of the Fourth Inter-American 
Philatelic Exposition taking place in Kio de Janeiro, 5razil from 
26 August to 2 September 1972. Showing two Brazilian stamps, one of 
200 reis, airmail, with the Santos Dumont airship, '"N6,'"' and the other 
of 300 reis, airmail, with Augusto Severo's airship, "PAX" together 
with the United States of America $ 1.30 airmail stamp commemorating 
the flight of the "Graf Zeppelin" from Germany to the Americas in 1930.

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IBRA = This souvenir card issued in honor of the International 
Briefmarken Ausstellung, IBRA 73 in Munich. On the card is the 

65 cent airmail stamp issued for the flight of the "Graf Zeppelin" 
from Europe to North and South America in May 1930. The stamp 
depicts the "Graf Zeppelin" in flight over the Atlantic. 


Italia - We mark ITALIA '76 with three stamps that portray Italians 
of courage, vision and genius.

contributions in every field to our "nation of nations." 


Amphilex ~- Millions of philatelists throughout the world enjoy a 
common bond in the hobby of stamp collecting. The coming together 
of people from nations far and wide heralds the creation of another 
link in the chain of international friendship. The United States 
Postal service issues this philatelic souvenir card especially to 
honor AMPHILEX '77, which pays homage to the international community 
of philatelists. Settlers from The Netherlands were among the first 
to arrive in our new country, and Dutch-Americans have made generous 
contributions in every field to our "nation of nations." To symbo- 
lize these contributions, we reproduce here our 1953 stamp marking 
the 300th anniversary of New York City, which grew from the estab- 
lishment of New Amsterdam by the Dutch.

To compliment the International Philatelic Exhibition 
SAN MARINO '77 and all participating nations, and to celebrate the 
centenary of the issuance of the first San Marinese postage stamps, 
we issue this philatelic souvenir card. We have selected for re- 
production on this occasion the twoecent San Marinese stamp listed 
first among the five San Marinese stamps issued on 1 August 1877.

Hamburg," one of Germany's famous old sailing vessels. 


Philexfrance = The United States Postal Service is pleased to issue 
this souvenir card in honor of PHILEXFRANCE "'82,.

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NEW CARD ISSUED FOR N.A.P.E.X. '82 
by Doug Holl, SCCS #331 


The Washington, D.C., local of the International Plate Printers, Die 
Stampers, and Engravers Union printed a souvenir card for, the 1982 
National Philatelic Exhibition, N.A.P.E.X. '82. This show was held from 
July 2 through 4 at the Marriott Twin Bridges Motel in Arlington, 
Virginia. The card is printed in a combination of lithography and 
intaglio on heavy white stock and measures 8 inches wide by 10 inches high. 
It depicts the American flag in full color, with the text of the Pledge of 
Allegiance printed in black on the white stripes of the flag. Below the 
flag is an engraving in black of an American eagle. 


According to Bob Vass, president of the IPPDS&EU local, the die used to 
produce the engraved portion of the card is at least ninety years old. 
Although its orignial use is not known, the die is believed to have been 
prepared by a worker at the Security Bank Note Company in about 1892. In 
fact, the use of the eagle to accompany the flag and pledge was actually 
the second choice of the card's sponsors, Vass said. The original plan was 
to reproduce the NAPEX medal below the American flag. This plan was 
scratched when it was determined that the original plate was too worn to 
produce a high-quality image. It was then that the eagle was selected as a 
replacement. 


The same eagle used on the NAPEX '82 card can be seen on one of the cards 
in the booklet prepared for the 1981 IPPDS&EU Convention held in 
Washington. That card was contributed by a Washington-area printing firm 
which utilized the same die as did the Plate Printers local for the NAPEX 
card. 


The NAPEX '82 card was prepared in response to a request by the late Dr. 
John Hoffman, Chairman of the NAPEX board. It should therefore be 
considered a show card and not an official union item, according to Vass. 


The NAPEX '82 card was printed in a quantity of approximately LS00 sac OF 
this total, 400 were delivered to the NAPEX organizing committee, for 
distribution and mail sale. Most of the remainder were sold by union 
members at the show. The U.S. Postal Service operated a sales counter at 
NAPEX where a pictorial cancellation depicting the flag and the legend 
"Long May It Wave" was available. Cards are known to exist cancelled on 
each day of the three day show. 


Another show-sponsored card was prepared by union members for BALPEX ‘82, 
a philatelic exhibition held September 4-6 at the Marriott Hunt Valley 
Lodge outside Baltimore. This item features the Great Seal of the United 
States in a multicolor offset reproduction. Embossed above the Seal is 
"BALPEX '82." The reverse of the card contains a detailed history of the 
Great Seal. 


According to union officials, printing of the BALPEX card began with 
approximately 1600 Great Seal reproductions obtained from the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. Damage at one stage or another of the process 
reduced this to about 1500 cards. Approximately 700 were turned over to 
the show organizers for mail sale and distribution, and the remainder were 
available for sale at the show. 
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The reverse of this card contains a disclaimer regarding its connection 
with the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 


The U.S. Postal Service operated a sales counter at the show and provided a 
pictorial cancel in honor of the two-hundredth anniversary of the adoption 
of the Greal Seal. 


Union members demonstrated the workings of a hand-operated press at 
BALPEX. A modified version of the American Bank Note Corporation's 
Lincoln's Gettysburg Speech engraving (SCCS Nos. F1975Ac, $03) was 
produced on the press. Very limited quantities of this were sold at the 


show. 
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Abeve is illustrated the BALPEX 82 souvenir card cancelled with the scarce 9/4/82 cancel.

for their time and cooperation. 


Robert N. DeVoss, Director of Conventions/Education, American Philatelic 
Society, P.O. Box 8000, State College, PA 168 01 wrote me on June 3, 1982. 
and has provided us with the latest inventory of APS cards: 1977 - 2,397, 
1978 - 2,HW4, 1979 - 2,545, 1980 - 2,205, 1981 - 3,654. At that time, Bob 
wrote “you can also add to your list the 1982 Milwaukee Souvenir Card...... 
our standard 5,000 printing." It has been issued and is a beauty. The APS 
offers these cards unused only, and they sell for a very modest $1.75 each 
"with a 75¢ discount for a complete set of five." That would be $8 for cards | 
1977 thru 1981. All designs come from the combined efforts of APS staff, 
local commercial artists, and the design staff at Washington Press, Florham 
Park, N.J. where they are printed. Needless to say, the quality is superb. 


The club officers of Hardware City Stamp Club have voted to join S.C.C.S. 
Tony Simcik, President - HCSC, advises that they have available a rather unique 
card which currently reposes in my collection. This card "was developed on 
an historical preservation theme honoring a local architect and home. The 
house pictured was that of John Talcott, founder of the American Hosiery Co. 
of New Britain (CT) and prominent leader of the town. The architect was 
Sylvender Ellis, also of New Britain. The house was quite architecturally 
endowed and was the first home in New Britain to get electric lighting. The 
card has original artwork by G. Nowak, local historical artist, and was franked 


on Oct. 9, 1980, New York, N.Y., first day of issue." (This was FDOI for 
SC #1838-41). 


Tony advises that HCSC, P.O. Box 13, New Britain, CT 06050 will sell this 
handsome card to S.C.C.S. members for $2.00 and will include an unused copy as 
a "stiffener." The card measures 83" by 11". Be certain you mention S.C.C.S. 
when ordering. It would be a good idea to request other HCSC cards available, 
because they do a fine job. As an aside, New Britain, in the mid to late 1800's 
gained the reputation as "Hardware City of the World," hence HCSC. 


The Association of Bergen County Philatelists, Inc., P.O. Box 204, Ridgefield 
Park, N.J. 07660, is made up of several Bergen County clubs, each sending 
representatives to the Association. They sponsor an annual exhibition (BEPEX) 
and usually print 500 cards for each show. A letter ( with SASE) requesting 
availability of BEPEX '80, '81, and '8 2 cards directed to Mrs. C. Lowenthal, 
Chairman-BEPEX would be well worth your while. 

Sandford W. Fields (just call him Sandy) is doing some startling work on 
compiling a listing of all private philatelic show seals, labels, and souvenir 
cards that are known to him. Sandy, SCCS #5, is undertaking a venture that would 
give me tremors. It is simply beyond my humble comprehension how one even 
gets started on such a work. Before me at this very moment is our own Souvenir 
Card Journal, Summer, 1982, pg. 39. A full page insertion of Sandy's. Should 
you be able to help the guy at all, please do. He is most deserving. 
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Want some fun? The Nashua Philatelic Society has issued a couple of out- 
rageously amusing souvenir cards honoring “original gum--pristine, unhinged, 
untouched by human fingers." The card shows original gum with a neat little 
border with some choice sarcasm in the writeup. The next year, 1982, they 
overprinted their 1981 card and honored “original tropical gum." Hey, I 
know what they mean being a Florida resident. That is one of the reasons I 
turned from stamps to cards. The NPS, Box 1412, Nashua, N.H. 03061 sent me 
a full page letter on their doings including "Beware. We have an even more 
outrageous thing coming up next year, and the next---" Their charge is 
minimal.

More input. LYCOPEX (Lycoming County Philatelic Exhibition) is sponsored 
by the Williamsport Stamp Club on alternate (even numbered) years. Slightly 
less than 500 souvenir cards are printed each time. They have printed cards 
in 1976, 1978, 1980, and 1982. These good folks, through souvenir card sales, 
saw sufficient revenue derived to charter a bus to the National Postage Stamp 
Show in New York City in November 1981 for 1/6 the usual round trip fare, but 
including show admission ticket and individualized scheduling! Their cards 
are dandies, Try your SASE to Chief Harold E, Gottshall, 1009 Weldon St., 
Montoursville, PA 17754.

If you're really into 
it, then by all means use #66's re- 
teil price list ~ Iedoubt )Dr. Bell 
will mind and he is probably one of 
the most knowledgable in the busi- 
ness and has a very extensive list. 
Plus, sooner or later, you will 
call on him if you expect to com- 
plete your collection. Again, 
trade dollar for dollar. 


Now, the most important of all. 
Condition. Remember, if you would- 
n't want to receive it, don't send 
it to a fellow collector. Ifa 
card is in some way damaged — say 
so! "Do ye unto others, etc." 
makes and keeps friends, and your 
friends are the collectors with 

the cards you need. Souvenir card 


collecting is fun -— something you 
share. Make the other member glad 
you both joined the Sccs. 


When you send cards, try to use 
those heavy cardboard envelopes 
like the BEP uses. Otherwise use 
heavy cardboard on both top and 
bottom and wrap tightly. Do not 
use corrugated cardboard. The 
USPS can do a helluva lotta harm 
to poorly wrapped cards.

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The following article is the contribution of a guest writer, Ralph Davis. The topic is my 
favorite, the Philatelic Truck. On this subject, Mr. Davis is certainly an expert as he 
rode with the Truck as its Clerk-In-Charge ali for but one week of the 32 month tour. I 
made tne acquaintance of Mr. Davis by phone and by mail with the help of Lorne LaVertu, 
SCCS #153. I was eager to ask Mr. Davis some questions that have never been answered, The 
first was, what is the earliest cancel on a Truck sheet? Mr. Davis did not know the answer 
to this question. The Truck made its first appearance at the White House on May 9, 1939, The 
earliest known cancelled Truck sheet is still the one illutrated on page 1/ of the Summer 3] 
issue of the SCJ. That cover was cancelled 5/12/38 ( the 38 year was in error and should have 
been 39 ), The next question was; why are there not more Truck sheets with plate numbers on 
them? Ralph told me that these were trimmed off with the excess selvege after printing. Only 
a very few sheets with the plate numbers escaped having them trimmed off(due to poor centering). 
Two plate numbers were used; #141069 and #1410/0, Examples of Truck sheets with plate numbers 
en them are known to exist for both numbers in gummed and ungummed condition. The third ques- 
tion was; were the sheets ever given out in imperforate pairs? NO, this was never done 
er allowed when Ralph was supervising. Despite this, one line pair, one gummed pair, and 
twe ungummed pairs are known to exist-perhaps they were obtained before the coils of sheets 
were delivered to the Truck, I had many ether questions for Mr. Davis which resulted in his 
submitting this article for us, Many ether questions can be answered in the beek on the 
Philatelic Truck by Jim Bruns (SCCS #227) which is now being printed. Mr, Bruns managed te 
“plate-out" the Truck sheet which is in his book, We all look forward to finding out when 
and where we can order it | 

THE PHILATELIC TRUCK TOUR 1939-1941 


By Ralph A. Davis, Clerk-in-Charge. 


Semetime in 1938 the idea was bern to have a philatelic display assembled and put it en 
wheels for the peeple in the cities, towns, and villages te see what a valuable cellection 
of United States stamps would leek like. Whose idea this was to begin with is net knewn to 
this author although it was either President Roosevelt and/or postmaster General Farley, 

There was considerabie trouble getting the idea through Congress which was reluctant 
te appropriate the sum necessary to fit-eut the Truck for showing. After the money was 
finally granted, a large white mail truck was cenverted into a display truck, In addition, 
to the two front doers for the drivers, a rear and two side doors had to be added for the 
visitors, A bunk-like bed was placed just behind the driver's seat, This sleeping bunk 
was never used, however, as the crew slept in hotels or en the display case. 

The display interior had proof copies of stamps issued from 184/ through 1938 mounted 
on attractive mats and attached to the walls, In addition, there were pictures illustrating 
the various steps in the printing of a pestage stamp. The show-cases contained the master 
engraved plate in reverse, the transfer roll, used to make tne large four-hundred curved and 
flat plates. In the front, between the two front doors, was a miniature replica of a rotary 
press (this replica can be viewed at the BEP's Visitor's Center). No printing ceuld be 
dene on this press, but, coils ef 500 Truck sheets were fed through the press one by one 
and cut-off singly to be given to visitors, Ail displays were provided by the Bureau of 
Engraving & Printing in Washington, D.C.. 

The USPOD (where I was employed in tne stamps division) labeled the exhibit as the 
“Million Dellar Display." As such, protection of the display was necessary, When in iarge 
cities, the Truck was parked overnignt in tne secure, fenced-in lets of tne Post uffice, 

The crew could then sleep in a hotel, In the smaller cities, a member of the crew slept in- 
side the Truck, ‘The dispaly case provided a more comfortable bed than the bunk as it was 
preperly spaced (unintentionally se) to suppert the shoulders, hips, and feet. 

To make the display ready tor each day's showing, it took about twenty minutes to park 
and get heoked-up to the local Post Office's electrical connections, In one large city, the 
Postmaster had us scheduled te show at about ten postal substatiens in one day without allow- 
fer any traveling time inbetween, The plan was te spend one hour at eacn stop. Another 
Pestmaster had us set up at a railread depot where the attendence was quite smali, On Laber 
Day, 1940, the Post Office Dept., had us scheduled for a showing at the Pittsburgh, PA fair- 
grounds, In eight hours, about 5,000 people passed through the Truck. Granted, they saw 


the Truck, but not much of the exhibit, 
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THK PHILATELIC TRUCK TOUR (continued) 


As you all know, each visitor was given a small souvenir sheet with a vignette of tne 
White House in blue, Initially, the sheets were given out in gummed condition, After the 
sheets began to be found stuck to windows, telephone poles, buildings, etc., it was decided 
to give out the sheets in ungummed condition instead, Although the figures are controversial, 
173,220 gummed and 556,820 ungummed copies were distributed, 

The initial showing of the Philatelic Truck took place on May 9, 1939 at the White 
House for President Roosevelt, A special ramp was prepared for the President to go inside 
the Truck, Later that same day, the Truck showed at the USPOD in Washington, D.C... On May 
15th, the Truck left on its nation-wide tour, The Truck's schedule was arranged that the 
Truck would visit the states in a north to south, longitudinal fashion, except when leaving 
Texas, The Truck was on the road from May 1939 to the last showing at San Diego, CA on 
December 13, 1941. 

On Sunday, December /th, 1941, we all heard tne news about Pearl Harbor, Subsequently, 
we received instructions from Washington te complete our schedule in San Diego, The Truck 
was sent to Los Angeles where the exhibits were removed and returned to washington, D.C.. 
The empty shell was sent to San Francisco, CA... On a first day assignment I did in San 
Francisco in September, 1954, the old Truck was seen sunbleached and rusting away in the 
Rincen Annex. In all, the Truck had visited 37 states, 490 cities, towns, and villages, 
and had had 466,155 visitors, 

The men who were assigned to the Truck included myself(Ralph Davis)as Clerk-in-Charge, 
Ira P. Dawson, Charles E, Branan, Willaim N. Hartley, Charles P, Gooch, and Messrs, Stewart 
and Horn, otherwise unidentified, Mr. Branan was the assistant Clerk as was Mr, Horn, 
Messrs. Dawson, Gooch, Hartley, and Stewart were primarily involved in driving the Truck 
although we all took turns driving. 

This author was on continuous duty on the Truck except for one week of vacation, it 
was an unusual assignment and a real honor to have been selected to be in charge of such

THERE IS MUCH SPECULATION ABOUT THE ORIGIN OF THE PERF VARIETIES.ITHE PROCESS 
OF PRINTING SOUV CARDS IS TO MAKE ONE PLATE WITH EITHER 12 OR 16 SOUV CARDS 
POSITIONED ON IT- WHICH ARE MULTIPLE IMAGES OF THE ORIGINAL ART WORK. THE ONE 
LARGE PRINTED SHEET IS THEN CUT INTO 12 INDIVIDUAL SOUV CARDS. MY GUESS IS 
THAT WHEN THE 12 SOUV CARD PLATE WAS EXAMINED PRIOR TO PRINTING. IT WAS 
NOTICED THAT THE PERFORATIONS WERE COMPLETELY MISSING ON ALL 12 IMAGES IN THE 
LOWER LEFT CORNER OF THE 5¢ EXPO STAMP. THE 12 IMAGE PLATE SHOULD HAVE BEEN 
DESTROYED AND THE ORIGINAL ART WORK TOUCHED UP AND THEN A NEW 12 IMAGE PLATE 
REMADE BUT PROBABLY BECAUSE OF A LACK OF TIME. THE IMPERFECT PLATE WAS HAND 
REWORKED 12 TIMES AND AS YOU CAN GUESS, THE CORNER PERFS ARE ALL DIFFERENT 
FROM ONE ANOTHER. 
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A SEARCH THROUGH MORE THAN 1600 ART SOUV CARDS REVEALED THAT PERF VARIETIES 
#S 3.4.8 AND 9 EXIST IN CONSIDERABLY LARGER GUANTITIES THAN THE OTHERS. THIS 
LEADS ONE TO BELIEVE ONE OF THE FOLLOWING POSSIBILITIES: 

1) THE OTHER 8 PERF VARIETIES HAD A LARGE GUANTITY OF REJECTED SOUY 
CARDS WHICH WERE NOT SOLD TO THE PUBLIC. 

2) THE SOUV CARDS THAT I EXAMINED WERE NOT A TRUE CROSS SECTION OF THE 
SOUV CARDS IN COLLECTOR HANDS. 

3) A 16 SOUV CARD PLATE EXISTED WITH MULTIPLES OF #S 3,4,8 AND 9, 

IT IS INTERESTING TO NOTE THAT THE SIGNATURE VARIETY #2@ 1S A SMALL PORTION 
OF PERF VARIETY #10 BUT SIGNATURE VARIETY #2B EXISTS ON EVERY SOUV CARD OF 
PERF VARIETY #5. THIS LEADS ONE TO BELIEVE THAT #2A IS MUCH SCARCER THAN #2B 
ALSO NOTEWORTHY IS THAT ALL OF THE PERF VARIETY #2 SOUV CARDS HAVE A BLUE 
SMUDGE AFTER THE SIGNATURE. 

PERF VARIETY #8 HAS A SUB-VARIETY # 8A. ABOUT 20% OF THEM HAVE A BROKEN”7” 
AND A DOT IN THE”6” OF THE DATE”1976”WHICH APPEARS BELOW THE PERFS OF THE 5¢ 
EXPO STAMP.

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Issue Quantities Announced For UNICEF 
Philatelic Art Cards and Commemorative Cards 


NICEF has announced 

issue quantities of nineteen 

philatelic show items it has 

issued since November 
1980, when it first began to participate 
in international philatelic exhibitions. 
The issues concerned are show items of 
two general types: art cards and com- 
memorative cards. Though all items 
are available on both sides of the 
Atlantic, the art cards and show covers 
were issued at European exhibitions 
and bear a UNICEF imprint specially 
designed to commemorate UNICEF’s 
attendance, while the commemorative 
cards were released at North American 
stamp shows. 


Commemorative Cards 


The official UNICEF Com- 
memorative Cards are issued for each 
year of the United Nations ‘‘Flag’’ 
Series. They picture miniature 
reproductions of the UNICEF Flag 
Stamps Program’s cacheted First Day 
Covers. 

The cards are released at the first 
show within the commemorative year 
that UNICEF attends in North 
America. They are usually issued both 
mint and serviced with appropriate 
United Nations first class postage and 
cancelled at New York Headquarters 
on the first day of the show. A quota- 
tion from the Executive Director of 
UNICEF, James P. Grant, and the 
distinctive UNICEF show imprint 
complete the card’s design.

The mint 1981 
Commemorative Cards were available 
to collectors and UNICEF Canada 
designed a special regional UNICEF 
show imprint to commemorate its at- 
tendance at that show. 

The INPEX ’81 card was only 
available mint and 2,500 were issued. 


Art Cards and Show Covers 


Using a standard postcard format, 
the official UNICEF art cards 
reproduce a famous painting with the 
theme of ‘‘mother and child.’’ Usually 
the work chosen is one that has 
previously appeared on a UNICEF 
Greeting Card. The cards were released 
serviced with either a United Nations 
stamp from Geneva or Vienna or a 
representative stamp from the country 
in which the exhibition was held. They 
were then cancelled either at the United 
Nations in Geneva or Vienna or with a 
souvenir cancellation designed by the 
country hosting the exhibition. A 
distinctive UNICEF show cachet is im- 
printed on all serviced cards.

A CALL TO AUCTION 


Over the years a number of collector organizations have used the "Club" or 
"Society" Auction as a means of benefiting it's members while at the same time 
helping to keep the membership dues at the lowest possible level. The members 
benefit from such an activity in a number of ways: 


e Provides collectors with an added source for obtaining wanted materials 

e Provides an easily accessible medium for the disposal of duplicate 
materials by collectors 

e Offers broad exposure to the novice and an opportunity to obtain 
collectables at "their" prices 

e Allows bid selection based upon the bidder's perceived value of the 
material offered 

e Allows member dealers to participate with broad low cost merchandising 
exposure to the membership 

e Stimulates members to participate in Society activities 


The Society also benefits through such an undertaking since the commissions 
charged are typically less than most dealer conducted auctions with the donated 
proceeds providing an added source of funds to supplement membership dues. 


Effective with the Winter issue of the SCCS Journal, a Mail Bid Auction will 
be offered as a regular feature. The success of this undertaking will depend 
entirely upon the active participation of the members both in terms of supplying 
the Souvenir Cards as consignments for the auction and as bidders. To get the 
Winter Auction under way, consignments of quality materials in all price ranges and 
specialty fields are earnestly requested from all members. The only source of 
material for these auctions will be from SCCS members; non-members will not be 
allowed to participate either as consigners or as bidders. 


THE SOUVENIR CARD JOURNAL FALL 1982 


It is planned to include cards in the following catagories: Forerunners, USPO/ 
USPS, BEP, UNPS, and Private Issues. Error, mint, and cancelled cards in each of 
these catagories will be included, Attribution of all offered lots is to be accom- 
plished by the consigner. Accompanying each lot should be a complete description of 
the card identifying the condition, type, cancellations if applicable, source, and 
any reserve price or minimum bid the consigner wishes to place upon the lot. All 
attributions are to be in accordance with the SCCS numbering system where possible; 
where not applicable, alternate authorities are to be referenced. 


For the most part it is desirable to offer all Souvenir Cards as individual 
lots. If, however, as in the case of most Forerunner cards, a group of cards form 
the lot or if the consigner wishes to include a number of items in a particular 
lot, the lot will be sold to the highest bidder in tact; no lots will be broken. 

A minimum bid of $2.50 per lot has been established to minimize, as much as possible, 
the increased handling volume necessary with lower valued lots. This will require 
potential consigners to carefully review the manner in which the offered lots are to 
be grouped. Any lots misattributed by the consigner may be returned by the success- 
ful bidder within seven days of receipt of the material for a full refund. It is 
doubly important therefore that consigners carefully examine their lot descriptions 
to avoid error. 


Each auction will be limited to 200 to 300 lots. Consigned lots will be placed 
in the auction based upon the order of receipt and the need for good material dis- 
tribution. If, at the conclusion of the auction in which offered, the lots remain 
unsold, they will be retained for the following auction, unless instructed to the 
contrary by the consigner. Items remaining unsold after the second offering will 
be returned to the consigner. Because of the small consigner's fee for handling 
the lots, it will be necessary to make the return postage, insurance, and handling 
the responsibility of the consigner. To accomplish this, the following procedure 
will be used initially and evaluated as subsequent auctions are reviewed: 

a. If a portion of the lots submitted by a consigner are sold in the first 
offering, payment will be made to the consigner at the conclusion of the 
auction. At that time the Auction Manager will estimate the postage, 
insurance, and packaging that would be necessary to return the material 
in the event the remaining lots were to remain unsold in the subsequent 
offering. If at the conclusion of the second offering all lots are 
sold, the proceeds from all lots including the postage etc. retained 
from the first lot settlement will be sent to the consigner. If some 
of the lots remain unsold, they will be returned to the consigner along 
with the financial settlement refunding the funds retained from the 
first settlement less only the cost of postage, insurance, and packaging 
of those lots returned. 

b. If all lots submitted by a consigner remain unsold after the second 
offering, the Auction Manager will contact the consigner requesting 
submittal of adequate funds to cover the postage, insurance, and 
packaging of the materials for return to the consigner. 


It is felt that this latter requirement must be implemented to limit the 
financial burden that would be placed upon the Society if it were required to assume 
the responsibility for these costs (which would probably require increasing the 
10% consigner's fee that has been established). 
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Consigners are to include their return address and SCCS membership number 
with the submission of their auction lots and descriptions. During the preparation 
of the auction, the consigner's SCCS number will be included with the lot description 


thereby allowing the consigners to identify their lots, 


Approximately three weeks will be allowed from the date of publishing the 
Journal until the bid closure date. This will give each participant adequate time 
to evaluate the offered material and to mail their bids. The closure date for each 
auction will be published as a portion of the Bidding Rules in the introduction of 
the auction lot description. 


It is essential that the Mail Bid Auction program be self supporting from the 
onset to assure it's ability to contribute to the well being of the SCCS as time 
progresses. Toward this end, at the beginning as a minimum, successful bidders will 
be notified of the lots they have been awarded by way of an Invoice which will be 
mailed at the conclusion of the auction. The Invoice will identify the lots and 
itemize the postage, insurance, and packaging costs which will be required for 
shipment. Members are requested to submit payment promptly thereby allowing timely 
posting of the auction lots by return mail. Upon settlement of the sale Invoices, 
consigners will be sent a Statement of their account along with payment in fill. 
The Statement will describe the auction lots by number and the prices realized. 

A 10% auction fee will be retained by the SCCS as a donation to help offset the costs 
of the auction and to maintain the membership dues at the lowest possible level. 


At the conclusion of the auction, a prices realized list will be prepared and 
made available to the members who request copies by submitting a self-addressed, 
stamped envelop (SASE). Bidders will receive copies enclosed with their Invoice. 


The transmittal of Souvenir Cards by mail requires significantly more care in 
packaging and handling than many other collectables. For this reason, it is strongly 
recommended that consigners pay special attention to preparing their materials for 
the mails. To aid in the handling and cataloging of the consigned Souvenir Cards 
by the Auction Manager, it is requested that each card be submitted in an individual 
envelop. This will eliminate excessive handling of the cards and markedly assist 
in the preparation of the materials for mailing to the successful bidders. As 
presently envisioned, the Souvenir Cards will be sent to the successful bidders in 
heavy envelops similar to those used by The Bureau of Engraving and Printing in 
their Souvenir Card distribution programs. All items will be sent postage prepaid 
and insured by first class mail to give the cards the greatest opportunity to 
arrive at the bidder's address in the best possible condition. 

All consignment materials, Invoice payments, and correspondence regarding the 
auction are to be sent to the Auction Manager. Consigners of high dollar value 
lots or consignments of a great number of lots may wish to contact the Auction 
Manager for special instructions.
